In order to avoid getting a square hole with a round bit 

while drilling holes on metal sheet, prepare the sheet marking 

the surface with a enter punch (or a nail) & hammer (that way, the 
bit won't ruine your finished surface wandering all over the place). 
Later on, cut a square patch of almost any kind of cloth or even 
blotting paper. Put the patch over the marking, laid the bit over the 
setup and fire up the drill. Cloth fibers get stuck with the shavings 
from the bit and the hole is almost perfect with no blurrs. 


Kids, don't try that at home, and Do Not Use Your Handkerchief! ! 

Make several practice holes to get a grip. Don't blame me if you 

try that on you nice Sierra or OHR400 front plate and you mess it up! 
Been there, done that. Caveat Emptor.

Those of us that homebrew usually aren't able to get a really professional 
looking front panel appearance. On your next project, try the following: 


Use the overhead transparency material in your laser printer or copier to 
make a full-sized panel overlay with all the lettering properly placed. 


Cutout holes and trim appropriately. 


Place the above transparency over your (light-color painted) front equipment 
panel. 


Place a pre-cut pre-drilled one-sixteenth flat acrylic cover over the 
transparency and fasten all together with decorative-head screws. 


Lastly, send me a picture of it. 


Don't forget to design and include your own fancy logo on the overlay - 
maybe scan in the family crest? 


The above is going to look best with a "hooded" type cabinet - where the top 
and sides extend a bit beyond the plane of the front panel. 


Incidentally, while you have your transparency material in the 
copier/printer, also make and cut out a neat overlay for your computer or CW 
keyboard, identifying all those special macros.

Folks, 


I use a slightly different approach for panels as follows: 


Layout the panel actual size on the PC using favorite drawing package 

Print on plain paper & double-check to fit (don't skip this step) 

Print on adhesive-backed label paper (the stuff I use is from Avery 

and is 8-1/2 x 11 as a single sheet, not divided into smaller labels) 

Carefully position, peel & stick it to the pre-drilled panel. 

To protect the lettering, I apply a piece of peel & stick clear 
plastic. 

(This is the same stuff you can use to laminate your ham license) 

Use a sharp hobby knife to remove the material from the panel holes. 


If you can't find the peel & stick paper, you could use regular paper and 
stick it to the panel with rubber cement. That might even be easier since 
you can sort of slide it around until it's properly positioned. 


Up till now, I've been stuck with white panels and black labels. With my 
new color printer, I'll try something fancier. Maybe I can mimic the 
Wilderness blue panels with my own logo.

Gang: 


I got back into the field shop/testing lab this morning and was 
able to run a few tests on the 40-9er, in an attempt to measure the 
effectiveness of some of the mods described here on the list. The most 
recent mod on my rig involves changing the 3-element pi output filter 
from a 270pf-2.2uH-470p£ combination to a 470pf-1.5uH-470pf (as suggested 
by Ori who thought one could get more power out of a different output 
filter). In fact, I found that he's right -- I get more output power AND 
I get slightly better attenuation of second harmonic energy (though it is 
still not legal by FCC standards!). 


Then I tried an outboard 5 element Chebyshev ''T'' filter (the 
dimensions of which I can't specifically remember (ARRL 1988 Handbook-- 
approx this: 1.4uH-470p£-1.8uH-470pf-1.4uH). It REALLY CHOPPED THE 


HARMONICS but as I found out when I looked at the primary frequency, it 
cost me a couple of dB there, too. 


My charts are below. The measurements were made on only one 
rig (my own). You may or may not get similar results. But 
if you do have access to test gear, I would hope this would prompt you to 
measure your equipment and to post the results here so all of us can 
share in the knowledge of your experiments. Remember: gqrp-1 ARE US! 
Note: All measurements are made with a Motorola Communications 
Analyzer, model R-2000, which includes a built in spectrum 
analyzer, frequency counter, power measuring scope, etc. 
My 40-9er is built on a type REV A circuit board, ordered 
from Jim Cates. My rig uses a 2N3866 in the final. Tests 
conducted on various dates, with various voltage input levels 
(as specified). The ''power output figure'' is the total 
amount of measure output power (F1 + F2 + F3 + F4 ... etc).

I am also proud to report that this morning I worked WA7BZL in 
Bend, Oregon, using the 40-9er with my 600 Hz transmit-offset 

mod. I tuned thru zero beat, and found a comfortable-to-listen-to- 
note on the high side and answered his CQ -- his call twice plus 

my call twice and then K. HE CAME RIGHT BACK TO ME WITHOUT 

ANY QSY! I'm beginning to believe the transmit offset mod 
suggested by Ori and posted in the wee hours of this morning 

really works! 


Keep those mods-a-coming.

Gang, These are some things you might like to know about building the St. 
Louis Tuner: 


(1) When installing the Variable capacitors, it is necessary to align three 
holes, three nylon washers and at least one screw. This is easily done with 
the aid of beeswax. Use your soldering iron to melt a very small amount 
around (not in) each screw hole on the capacitor. While the wax is still 
warm, align and stick the washer in place. Attaching the capacitor is then 
no harder than if the washers didn't exist. 


(2) L41, the main inductance toroid can be wound backwards. (This is the 
voice of experience speaking, gentlemen) So, look at the diagrams *xveryx* 
carefully. visuallize how L1 will be soldered to switch 2 using the picture 
on page 8 of the instructions. If you do wind it backwards, it can still be 
used -- the switch will just turn in the opposite direction when switching 
from low to higher impedence. 


(3) The instructions say to file some phenolic off of the three pole three 
position switch so it will clear a pem nut. I added a nut and lock washer 
to the switch mounting shaft xinsidex the front panel. This shifted the 
switch slightly, making the filing unnecessary. In addition, this shortened 
the length of the shaft protruding through the front panel, allowing the 
knobs to sit closer to the panel. It also eliminates the need to clip off 
the little alignment tab on the switch. 


No beeswax? Try earwax. (don't use a soldering iron with earwax) (joke, 
but it might work) The coils in old BC receivers were dipped in a sticky wax 
that works the same way. Also, dentists use a soft sticky wax that will work. 


I keep a little plastic cup in my shop with a 50/50 mixture of beeswax and 
lard. It is excellent for lubricating wood screws. It can be used as 
above, to temporarily stick a washer in place, or to hold a screw on the tip 
of your screwdriver while you thread it into a hard to reach place. This 
mixture has the consistancy of stiff earwax, so it doesn't need to be melted 
with the iron.

I tried something need more work. 
The simplest approach is to first relocate the capacitor as you suggested 
and then connect the following circuit: 
(1) 8pF (?) cap from the RFC6/C6 junction to a 1N914 or 1N4148 diode D3, 
which is connected to the K line (similar to diodes D1 and D2) 
(2) 22K resistor from the D3/Cx junction to +12V. Hopefully there's enough 
isolation but can replace the resistor with a 1mH+12K otherwise. 
I'd love to experiment with the component values of this circuit, maybe you 
have the time to start this work... 


Let's make good things better!

Well 40-9er fans, I tried it and it works! 
But unfortunately, it's a good news, bad news story!!!! 


First of all, I modified the freq determining LC in the crystal VXO so 
the inductor is above ground and the cap goes to ground. Then I 
connected a 5-26 pf variable cap to the junction of RFC6 and C6 and 
connected the other end of it to a 1N914.... the cold end of which goes 
to the K bus at D2 (which grounds during keying of the transmitter). 

For voltage, I connected one end of a 22k resistor to pin 8 (V+) of the 
NE602 and attached the other end to the junction between the new variable 
and the diode. At about half mesh of the trimmer -- I get approx 600 hz 
lower carrier frequency: just about right for a CW offset.

The good news part is above. The bad news is that I now have 
some SW broadcaster audible in the front end of the receiver. 

I formerly had SW crud, and got rid of it by changing RFC1 to 

a Torroid. Now it's back, but it is much weaker. After another 
trip to the parts story and the purchase of a nominal 10-15pf 

% cap to replace the trimmer, I'll see if I can get rid 

of some of the intermod by eliminating the variable. 


The mods continue---I also changed the pi output filter to 
A70pf£-1.5uH-470pf£ based on another bit of modelling Ori did. TI hope to 
test it tomorrow or Friday on the spectrum analyzer. The old setup 
(270pf£-2.2uH-470pf) measured about 16 db down at the second harmonic when 
I tested it a month ago. We'll see what the new filter does (Ori 
suggested the harmonic suppression might be the same, but the power 
output will increase slightly). 


Details on that to follow. In the meantime, keep the solder irons hot!

I have the MFJ 259 manual. No detailed specs in it, either or any words about 
accuracy. At least Autek makes an attempt to tell you what kind of accuracy 
to expect and how to maximize it. 


My favorite is the Autek unit, it is small, handy, well characterized and 
useful xby itself* as a bench instrument to measure swr, inpedance, inductance 
and capacitance. Its tuning is less convenient in some cases than the MFJ 
unit. It covers ony the hf bands. 


The MFJ is easier to tune, provides access to the internal frequency counter 
and uses analog meters that are much easer to use when nulling swr. However 
the "rf resistance" meter is only intended to be used at resonance and 
indicates only a very limited range of "rf resistance." And measuring 
inductors or capacitors involves both math and connecting multiple external 
components. It does, however cover 6 and 2 meters as well as th hf bands. 


In a nutshell if you want a versatile all around do-it-all-in-one-box 
instrument, buy the Autek. If you're just gonna "tweek and peak" antennas and 
want vhf too, buy the MFJ.

I've done a similar process that has worked real well for me. I lazer 
print or even color ink jet onto a nice gray cardstock (or any color you 
like). Cover that with laminating plastic from the stationary store. 
Spray the back of the cardstock and the front of the panel with spray 
adhesive (again from the stationary store). When it is tacky apply them 
together. Then use an exacto knife to trim out the holes. It makes a 
pretty good looking panel, and covers the scratches I usually end up with 
on the front panel after drilling and punching all the holes.

Sorry for the delay. The keyer is in a sturdy black plastic-type box 


(with rubber feet attached) 1 1/4" high, 2" wide, and 3" deep (rounded 
to 1/4"). The paddle is made of the same type of material and is 
firmly mounted on the box adding 5/8"; the paddle extends 1/2" beyond 
the box for easy keying. Including the two 3v nickel (US) sized 
lithium batteries, it weighs in at a total 2.2 oz. The on/off and 
speed are controled by a 1" diameter thumbwheel switch/pot mounted on 
the top, just behind the paddle. Dit-dah spacing is automatically 
determined by the speed setting. The only thing you have to do is 
insert batteries and build or attach a cable. Because the keyer chip is 
an oscillator, I used a shielded cable. I have detected no rf in the 
shack here. In reality it ought to be nicknamed the "mighty-mite", 
because that is what it is. 


One can use the paddle like a standard Bencher, but it doesn't have the 
weight or fine tune adjustments that make that type of "bench-top" 
keying comfortable for me. I'm right handed, so I lean back in my 
chair with the paddle/keyer in my left hand, my left hand in my lap and 
squeeze away.
